A  church  whose  members  win 
not  cooperate  in  the  work  rtf  the  church  is  worse 
,,  than  dead - it  is  a  spiritual  nuisance  and  a  pos¬ 

itive  menace  to  the  onuso.  and  has  no  right  to 
'cumber  the  (ground, "  Now  as  the  progress  and 
power  of  the  local  church  depend  on  the  doctrine  of 
cooperation  on  God's  and  the  church  member's 
side,  s()  the  progress  and  power  of  tile  harth-wlde 
Kingdom  of  Christ  depend  on  the  cooperation  of 
churches  of  like  faith  and  order.  There  |s  as  much 
necessity  for  churches  to  cooperate  as  there  Is  for 
church  members  to  cooperate.  Here  1 1  os  the  hop- 
of  effective  success  In  taking  the  world  for  Christ. 
The  so-called!  ''Gospel  Mtstnn  Plan"  has  two  de¬ 
fects.  It  Is  neither  Gospel  nor  missionary,  nelth 
er  sound  In  principle  nor  efficient  in  plan.  1(  Is 
essentially  selfish  ami  narrow,  ami  posllvely  weak 
and  ineffective  In  accomplishment.
